A 9th Annual Report of the Cambs Band of Hope Union. 
Throughout the year the work has been quietly progressive, 
and, though no startling events can be recorded, nor thrilling 
incidents related, there are not wanting signs to tell of 
advances made and a measure of success accomplished. 

The Annual Meetings were held on January 28th, by the 
kind invitation of the Pastor and Deacons, in St. Andrew’s 
Street Baptist Church. Forty-seven Delegates, representing 
23 Societies, attended the Business Meeting which was presided 
over by Rey. Chas. Joseph. About fifty guests sat down to 
luncheon, and were cordially welcomed by the Pastor. The 
Rev. Henry Davies, of Kettering was the Preacher on the 
occasion, and both in the Afternoon and Evening he was 
listened to with deep interest and enjoyment. Mr. Joseph 
again occupied’*the Chair in the Evening, and both he and 


Rev. Henry Bennett, of Cambridge proved most acceptable 


Speakers. | 

On May 29th, the Spring Meetings were held in the 
Congregational Church, Reach, by kind invitation of the Pastor 
and Band of Hope Workers. Rev. J. W. Upton occupied the 
Chair in the Afternoon, when twelve Societies sent Repre- 
sentatives. Rev. A. W. Pay gave a description of the 
Gothenburg System of State Regulation of the Drink Trafhe 
The President, Professor G. Sims Woodhead, presided at the 
Evening Meeting, and the Speakers included Rev. R. Harris 
Lloyd, and Rey. A. W. Pay. The warm welcome given by 
the Reach friends and the hearty enthusiasm throughout the 
proceedings made the day a happy and memorable one. 

On July roth, the Annual Excursion took place. Two 
Trains ran to Lowestoft bearing 991 Passengers, a decrease of 
80 on the previous year. A sullen sea, a cold wind and heavy 
rain made us welcome the time when the homeward journey 
might begin; and yet, in spite of the unkindly elements, 
everybody seemed determined to make the best of the 
situation, and there was far more sunshine to be seen on the 
faces than appeared in the heavens all through the day. But 
as this is the first really wet day we have suffered in seventeen 
years, we still have a big debt of gratitude to pay for many 
enjoyable Excursions. The sale of tickets realized £ 110 4s. 8d. 
of which the G.E.R. Co. claimed £106 4s. 3d., leaving a balance, 
after the expenses of Printing, Advertizing and Postage, of 
£2 0s. 7d. 

The Autumnal Meetings were held at Sawston on October 
28th. A painfully small Representative of Delegates made up 
the Council in the Afternoon in spite of the very pleasant fare 
provided by Mr. Rowland Hill, or Bedford, who gave some 
very helpful hints on Black-board teaching. The Evening 
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Meeting was well attended, and was presided over by 
Mrs. Sims Woodhead, in the absence, through accident, of the 
President ; who however sent a kindly message of encourage- 
ment to the Meeting, A Black-board lesson was given to a 
Class of Children by Mr. Rowland Hill, and practical apprecia- 
tion of it has since been shown by frequent use of the same 
lesson in various places. 

Temperance Sunday circulars were issued as usual to all 
connected Societies, and in most places the day was observed 
by Sermons, Addresses and Prayer Meetings. / 

The Annual Collection in aid of the ‘Temperance 
Hospital was adopted by Toft, Bourn, -Swavesey and 
Trumpington, and resulted in the sum of £4 5s. 2d., half of 
which is retained by the Cambs Union. ‘lhis opportunity of 
usefulness might be made a crown of blessing, not to the Union 
only by adding materially to its funds, but to all who take part 
in it by widening their sympathies for the sick and suffering, 
and to the Hospital itself which is doing so much to break 
down the old-fashioned idea that disease cannot be cured 
without the use of Alcohol. 

At the present time the Union consists of 49 Societies. 
The Band at Eltisley has ceased to communicate with us for 
several years and therefore lapses, and cne new Society has 
been added at Aldreth. 

There is still one more item of interest to be mentioned. 
Some will remember that in our last Report we had to state 
that the Bicycle purchased for the use of the Agert was still 
wanting about half its cost. Since that time we have very 
gratefully to acknowledge the liberality of our good friend, 
Mr. John Chivers, who has very kindly cleared off the debt to 
the extent of something over ¥ 6. 

Before closing her Report, your Secretary would hke to 
add a word of thanks for the valuable help she has received 
from our Agent, Rev. A. W. Pay, Of the details of his work 
he will give his own account, but of his constant good nature 
under all conditions of wind, weather and roads, and the 
trouble he has taken in all departments of his work, and 
especially in the compilation of the Annual Report which has 
been one of the events of the year, and which has increased 
the Union Funds by over £3, his modesty will not allow him 
to speak, but which should be known and appreciated by all 
who take an interest in the Union’s welfare. 

The closing of a year which has seen legislative reforms 
and activities in the cause of Temperance Opens new oppor- 
tunities and new work for the future ; and there are, for the 
Cambs Band of Hope Union, new responsibilities and fresh 
needs for consecrated efforts on behalf of the children, to train 
them to become better citizens of a great nation.

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A Word for the New Year. 


From Rev. G. Ernest THorn. 
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WY-ESSAGES to you now are frequent. The religious press 
teems with fresh appeals to duty. Appeals which, set 
side by side with your daily business lives, seem sometimes 
strangely incongruous. You are in response to these appeals 
taking a more active interest in life, national, municipal, and 
religious. Some of you are beginning; this is well. The 

soldier’s first battle 1s the one most 

marked by enthusiasm. The cry of 

his country falls on ears less used to 
\ plaints and woe. The cry of your 

country rising from her depths of vice, 

sin, and drink-damning influences, 

appeals to you as it will never appeal 

again. Thank God if that cry awakens 

a response. ‘lhe youths and maidens, 

who, hearing the sob and wail of 

alcohol-cursed women and children, 
pledge themselves to live and die in the service of Christ and 
humanity, to rescue the perishing, will produce in the coming 
generation an awakened Church life, a restless, dissatished 
Church spirit. Let me put it to you that in the coming year 
concerted action will only be beneficial to awaken, as it is the 
outcome of individual conviction. You can always get a crowd 
together to applaud. It is only when the subject of the 
applause has laid a deep hold upon the individuals comprising 
the crowd, that it will tell upon another circle with a larger 
radius. You must-find the source of your enthusiasm away 
from the crowd if it is going to lead you to self-sacrifice and 
devotion. ‘The problems you face may be social ones, but they 
have a religious solution. There is only one force that can 
ever accomplish the out-thrust of the drinking habits and 
vicious customs which permeate our race, and that the religion 
and inspiration of Jesus Christ. You will gain your inspiration 
best where Moses gained his—on the Mount of God. The 
countenance of many a worker changes there. Many a cir- 
cumstance brings a listless expression to your face as you see 
the difficulties of the situation ; but there it will be true of 
you, ‘“ The fashion of his countenance was changed.”. You 
cannot see the whole landscape in the midst of the valley. 
Upon God’s Mount you are above the mists, or, as the Rev. 
John Watson recently put the same truth in another connec- 
tion— Climb the mast, climb the mast till you are out of the 
mists and sea fog that lie on the surface of the water ; climb to 
the top and you will see that marvellous spectacle of the 
spiritual world, stretching far into the distant blue of the sea. 
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and near at hand the sunshine on the vessel of sweet content, 
I do not say any man can remain at the top or the mast; you 
will have to come down again; but how different will you 
come down after a glimpse of Eternity.’ Then when you 
have received your inspiration it must find an outlet in service. 
Whilst on the one hand a danger exists in the very neglect of 
the cultivation of personal enthusiasm, even meetings where 
the atmosphere is surcharged with enthusiasm may become 
means of dissipation. The greatest good is going to be done 
by individual effort. During this year let each one ot you 
purchase a ‘‘ personal effort pledge book,” and definitely rescue 
some from the Slough of Despond and plant their feet on the 
Rock of Hope. Away in America, a great convention of 
Christian Endeavourers was being held in the early days of the 
the movement; the building was crowded from floor to ceiling 

it was the moment. w hen prayers were to be offered by 
members, and in the great silence a young girl, 17 years of 
age, slipped from her seat and knealt in the aisle. Her voice 
was tremulous at first, but she forgot her nervousness in her 
prayer. It was a simple prayer :— 

“T will go where you want me to go, Lord, 
Over mountain, or plain, or sea ; 


I will do what you want me to do, Lord, 
I will be what you want me to be. és 


and the audience said Amen. Will you?

than to drop the meetings for 4 months, and just at the time 
when boys need our help the most. 

During the months of July, August and September I am 
practically without meetings except where a large meeting for 
workers can be held. 

Two such Meetings have been organised this summer, one 
at Bourn the other at Histon. The meeting at the former 
place was a splendid success, from 300 to 4co people came 
together. This wasa demonstration of our strength and not of 
our weakness, and it proved one thing very fully that there 1s 
a Band of Hope Union in Cambridge. On this occasion, the 
Vicar, the Rev. F. R. Williams, M.A. lent his Schoolroom for 
Tea and Public Meeting, and opened the Church and Grounds 
so that friends from a distance might find rest, and refresh their 
eyes and hearts, in and around this fine old building. No little 


pleasure was added to the days enjoyment by the kindness of 


J. J. Brisco, Esq. who lent his fine Park for the day. 

I must mention the splendid work done by the Bourn 
friends who so nobly put their shculder to the work of the day 
and provided Tea for some three or four hundred people. The 
Members of the Castle End Primitive Methodist Brsss Band 
lent their assistance free, we only paying their out of pocket 
expenses. This kind help lent no little to make the day so 
succesful. | 

The second meeting of this kind took place at Histon as 
stated, in the Baptist Schoolroom kindly lent ty the Pastor, 
Rev. R. Smith and Deacons. In the afternoon a conference 
was held when the Rev. W. J. Moulton, M.A. give an address 
on “ How to retain our Senior Members in the Band of Hope.” 
This address was much appreciated by the friends present. A 
very hearty discussion followed After Tea, which had been 
provided by the ever generous friends of this place, a large 
Public Meeting followed, under the Presidency of the ever 
ready Veteran, George Apthorpe, Esq., who fired our hearts 
with a capital address. This was followed by a speech from the 
Rey. Sydney Milledge, entitled ‘ Our Boys.” ‘These Meetings 
were much enjoyed by those present, and to my mind were 
among the best held in the County since my advent. It is true 
that the former of these meetings was not a great success from 
a financial point of view. But Band of Hope Meetings cannot 
be run on Stock Exchange principles. Nor can success be 
gaged by the weight of money bags at the collection. J want 
to say that I have helped alittle at one or two meetings held to 
protest against the Education Bill. This may be open to 
censure, for some dyspeptic souls will censure everything. I 
leave this however for praise or blame just as it suits those who 
hear it.

St. Andrew’s Street, Eden, 
Emmanuel, Excelsior, Hills Road, Hobson Street, and Hobson 
Street Adult Temperance Meetings, Sturton Street, Zion, and 
York Street Mission. 

[ am not in a position to say how many pledges have been 
taken during the year. ; 

During the Summer when Meetings are impossible owing 
to Hay and Corn Harvest, and Fruit Picking, I have visited, 
Aldreth, Barrington, Isleham, Soham, Exning, Ditton, Chevely 
Hinxton, Pampisford, Foxton, Melbourn, Fowlmere, Gamlin- 
gay, Eltisley, Chatteris, Witchford, Prickwillow, Ely, and a 
number of other Places on the road. I have ridden near 
upon 1,000 miles to my engagements this year. 

Before I close I want gratefully to remember the kind help 
I have received from friends who have proved a source of 
strength and blessing to the Meeting in which they have taken 
part. One word to acknowledge the assistance given by the 
‘“ King’s Own” Sons of Temperance Cycling Corps and to thank 
them and all workers who have come to the help of the 
Lord against the mighty. About 8,ooo Temperance and other 
Tracts have been distributed. My best thanksare due to John 
Burford, Esq., who has supplied most of these Tracts. 

I would also say that the Lantern has been popular this 
Season. ‘A Temperance trip to the Holy Land” has been 
given a number of times. But, the most popular subjects are 
“ Half Pounds and Half Pints,” “ Drink in relation to Progress 
and Poverty,” ‘ Poverty its cause and Cure,” “ Mind your own 
Business,” “ Billy Bray” and “ Peter Mackenzie.” 

I close by asking the Secretaries to make arrangements 
early, and book dates for Meetings, so that the work may be 
kept moving. May each worker be filled with the Spirit of 
God, and the Love of Christ.

Rick anp Acip.—lIfa little rice is washed in cold water 
and then is boiled in a good deal of water, the fluid, if a little 
sugar is added, is a pleasant and nutritious drink. It 1s 
much used in India by soldiers. In winter it may be taken 
warm, in summer cold; and in summer, if you by an ounce 
of powdered tartaric or citric acid, which is very cheap, and 
put a small quantity in this rice-water, a very refreshing acid 
beverage is obtained. | You will soon learn when you have 
got acid enough ; it should not be too acid ; only just enough 
to be pleasant. The boiled rice, of course, must be used as food. 

HomME-MADE LEMONADE.—Cut two or three lemons into 
slices, with the rind, and put into a jug ; All up with boiling 
water as much as desired and sweeten to taste; stir well, and 
then let it stand until cold, when it is strained. 

Fruir BEVERAGES of various kinds may be made by 
stiring 2 ozs. of jam or fruit jelly in a quart of water ; may be 
taken with effervescing water if desired. 

BARLEY Waver.—Add a teacupful of pearl barley to a 
quart of cold water, which has been put into a saucepan ; boil 
gently for ten minutes, after having let it come gradually to 
the boil. Pour the whole into a jug and let it cool, when it Is 
ready for use. This drink may be flavoured with lemon, &c. 

OaTMEAL Water.—Good for harvesters. Mix 4 lb. of 
fine oatmeal, 12 ozs. sugar, a lemon cut into slices, with warm 
water ina bowl. Add 6 quarts of boiling water and stir well, 
then let it cool. Do not strain, but stir before using. Halt 
quantities may be used This drink may be made more 
digestible by boiling for half an hour after the boiling water has 
been poured on. 

To Quencu Tuirst.—For quenching thirst, few things 
are better than weak coffee and a little sugar. One ounce of 
coffee and half an ounce of sugar boiled in two quarts of 
water and cooled is a very thirst-quenching drink. Cold Tea 

. has the same effect ; but neither is so supporting as oatmeal. 
Thin Cocoa also is very refreshing, and supporting likewise, 
but is more expensive than oatmeal. 

Gincer BEER—EASIER Recipes.—Dissolve 4 ozs. of 
candied ginger (says Cassell’s ‘‘ Dictionary”) in 2} gallons of 
boiling water, add 2 lbs. of sugar, 1 02. of powdered citric 
acid, when neaily cold, and two tablespoonfuls of yeast ; or 
take 14 lbs. of common brown sugar or treacle, 14, gallons of 
water, I oz. ground ginger and a lemon if liked. Boil and 
= add yeast. 

Ruupars Drink.—Having cut up two or three sticks of 
rhubarb into small pieces, place them in a jug with a strip of 
lemon peel thinly cut. Pour on about 14 pints of boiling 
water. Add sugar to taste. When cool, strain.
